LONDON, Aug. 21 
(INS) 
How will 
the wounded fare in the African war 
which now appears to be inevitable be­ 
tween Italy aud Ethiopia? 
Kell Cross circles in London were 
today anxiously discussing this ques­ 
tion, and for the moment tile answer 
appears to be that the Italian or Abys­ 
sinian who stops a bullet but escapes 
death will have a tough time in get­ 
ting the proper medical attention. 
The Italians have 
made 
adequate 
preparations for a well-organized and 
well-equipped Red Cross force to ac­ 
company their t roo jus to East Africa, 
but thus far the need of forming such 
fin organization does not seem to have 
occurred to the Abyssinians. 
In London Bed Cross circles it is 
thought that the Italian medical and 
surgical preparations will be sufficient 
as long as the Italians are near their 
own bases In Eritrea and Italian Sum- 
all land, but that once the Italian army 
penetrates any distance into Abyssinia 
it will be a different story, 
Water is virtually non-existent in 
the Abyssinian hinterland, the heat is 
intense, and there is a constant (hinger 
of disease and infec tion from the nu­ 
merous winged pests of 
the 
desert 
plains. 
It is pointed out there that if the 
Emperor Haile Sellassie, as is expect­ 
ed, signs the Geneva convention pledg­ 
ing his country to treat the 
enemy 
wounded as well as his own with hu­ 
manity and due care his immediate 
duty will be to organize a national Red 
Cross society, and this will obviously 
be ii task of difficulty. 
At present, with the exception of the 
Swedish million hospital 
at 
Hamar, 
which has about fifty beds, and a few 
mission clinics in different stations, 
tile only provision for the- treatment of 
the sick is at Addis Ababa, the Ethi­ 
opian capital. 
Here there are five hospitals, two of 
which were built by American m is­ 
sions. one by the Emperor and one by 
the French. The other is in process of 
construction by italian interests, and 
it is possible work on this may be su s­ 
pended in view of the present crisis. 
lf Abyssinia signed the Geneva Con­ 
vention other National Red Cross so­ 
cieties could send help, if requested, 
to Hoth sides. Volunteer organizations 
could, with the neeessMS'y permission, 
s o u l help in the way of hospital sup­ 
plies aud volunteer units, 
but it 
is 
pointed out that once war is declared 
it will be difficult to get ambulance 
units into the country.

principal change requires 
that, with some exceptions, all minors 
between 16 and 18 years of age must 
obtain employment certificates 
from 
local school officials if they secure in­ 
dustrial or commercial 
employment. 
All under 16 must attend school. Per­ 
mits may be issued for those between 
14 and 16 engaged in farm work or 
domestic service. The few remaining 
compulsory continuation schools are 
abolished, though some of the larger 
school districts may 
conduct 
such 
schools or evening classes for the 14 
to 16-year groups and those from 16 
to 18 who are employed and desire to 
attend. 


Opening of schools in Pennsylvania 
means that school boards 
and 
their 
employes 
have 
been 
working 
for 
weeks to get the more 
than 
12,060 
school buildings ready for occupancy. 
More than 626,000 teachers and super­ 
visory officials are ready to return to 
classroom s and offices, approximately 
12,000 of them having attended sum ­ 
mer sessions at colleges and universi­ 
ties. A dozen changes have been made 
in district superintendents 
over the 
State. 
First grade enrollments are expect­ 
ed to show a decrease again this year, 
having been declining steadily in the 
past ten years for a total drop of m on 
than 20 per c e n t This is due largely 
to the decreasing birth rate. On the 
other hand, high school 
enrollments 
have shown an increase of No per cent. 
in five years, and this year will Im 
close to the half-million mark. Many

laughs at jokes on him, he’s all right.” 
Will believed that; ii was his creed, 
and he lived up to it. Ii kept him uni­ 
v e r s ally popular, g a \e him an endur­ 
ing p l a c e iii the life of America, and 
made his loss a 
personal 
grief 
to 


m i l l i o n s . 
Yet only Will Rogers would 
have 
dared, as principal speaker at a bank­ 
ers’ convention, to begin his address 
by saying: 
“ You are as fine a group of men as 
e v e r 
f o r e c l o s e d 
a 
m o r t g a g e 
on 
a 
widow. 
I 
am glad to be with you 
.Shylocks.” 
And made them like it— which they 
did in biali humor. 
It is the fate of jill humorists for 
some people to take them literally and 
to attempt to place them in a serious 
role, and it happened, of course, to 
Will. 
Some of his friends tried to 


lK )om him as a possible presidential 
candidate. He explained ids coolness 
to lilt* idea by saying: 
“A comedian can only last until he 
takes him self serious or bis audience 
takes bim serious, aud I don’t want 
either one of them to happen to me 
until I'm dead— if then. .So let’s stop 
all this foolishness right now." 
During his career, he declined nomi­ 
nations for the governorship of both 
Oklahoma and California, although he 
did serve as mayor of Beverly Hills 
for a time. 
Because of the peculiar 
nature of that colony, however, his 
position was less a 
political 
office 
t him it was an honor conferred by 
fellow actors. 
No one else In the world was guilty 
of such lese majeste as Will Rogers. 
Ile had the plainsm an’s indifference 
to rank and title —a man had to stand 
on his own merits to win W ill’s re­ 
spe ct , and even then he c o n s i d e r e d no 
one immune from criticism. Coolidge 
was a perfect subject for Will's hum- 


radio. 
They patched up this objection, how 
ever, and the day came when 
Will 
Coolidge; 
him better than I 
can, Grace, but look what you had lo 
go through to be able to do it.” 
From Egypt on a recent world tour, 
Will cabled:
